“It’s my 
favourite sport but was a 
lot harder than I thought it 
would be using the chair.” 

Other stars on the day 
included members of Leyton 
Orient Advanced Soccer 
School, who were on site 
to show off their skills. 


Staff from Greenwich 
Leisure Ltd, the company 
responsible for managing the 
borough’s leisure centres, 
were also on hand to sign 
up young people for free 
swimming and offering 
guest passes into the 
leisure centres. 

When the Paralympic

Audit Commission report 

The Audit Commission’s latest report on how bodies like the 
Council, NHS and police are performing in Waltham Forest was 
published on 9 December and is now available online. The 
report aims to offer a “snapshot” of the local area, as well as 
providing more detailed findings concerning specific services. 
While improvements and efforts the Council has made have 
been noted, the Comprehensive Area Assessment (CAA) also 
makes some very clear points as to where further improvements 
are needed, citing child poverty, obesity, teenage pregnancy 
and the Council’s procurement practises as current causes for 
concern. Work is currently underway to address these problems, 
and you can expect updates on the Council’s progress in future 
editions of Waltham Forest News.

Walthamstow 
restaurant closed 

A restaurant has been closed by magistrates after Council 
inspectors found appalling standards of hygiene and infestations 
of mice and cockroaches. 

Xxxxxxxxx xxxxxxxxxxx xxxxxxxxxxx xxxxxxxxxxxx xxxxxxxxx, 
was visited by Environmental Health Officers on 25 November 
who immediately closed it down. 

They had found evidence of mouse and cockroach 
infestations including mice droppings on shelves and work 
surfaces. Standards of cleaning were also very poor.

Borough’s top cop retires 

• Borough has outer London police officer allocation but inner city problems 

• Chief Superintendent Mark Benbow says all police borough commanders 
would like more officers 



Waltham Forest is under¬ 
resourced in terms of 
police numbers according 
to the outgoing borough 
commander. 

Chief Superintendent Mark 
Benbow, who retired on 
December 11, told Waltham 
Forest News that the area 
was “clearly not resourced 
to the right level”. 

“Resourcing is very difficult 
because if we want more 
police officers here we have to 


lose some from elsewhere and 
every borough is protective 
of its officers, but we could 
all do with more officers. 

“There are certain 
boroughs in London, of 
which this is one, that clearly 
are not resourced to the 
right level in my view. 

“We are classed as an 
outer London borough, 
resourced as an outer 
London borough but we 
have inner London problems. 


“If the borough was 
configured differently and 
stopped at the A406, we’d 
probably be resourced right.” 

More than 6,000 people 
have backed Waltham 
Forest Council’s campaign 
for 120 more police officers. 
The Council believes the 
disproportionate level of 


seen in London - Broadwater 
Farm and Brixton in the 1980s 
and the Poll Tax riots in the 
early 1990s, as well as more 
pleasant assignments such as 
royal weddings and the visit of 
the Pope to Britain. 

Mr Benbow said his 
greatest achievement was

serious crime in the borough 
means it has fewer police 
officers than other boroughs 
with similar crime profiles. 

Mr Benbow joined the 
police force as a constable 
at 18 and during his 30 year 
career has worked his way up 
to Chief Superintendent. 

During his time with the 
police he has worked across 
East London for the murder 
squad, the territorial support 
group and even carried out 
covert surveillance work and 
managed informers. 

He was deployed at some 
of the most violent riots ever 


building stronger communities 
in the aftermath of the 13 
terrorism arrests in Waltham 
Forest in August 2006. 

He also cited the 42 per 
cent drop in robbery since 
his appointment in 2006 
and now, the 14 per cent 
reduction in serious crime 
and the 28 per cent drop in 
serious youth violence last 
year - the biggest in London.

Christmas is almost here 
and now is a good time 
to make sure your festive 
season isn’t wrecked 
by criminals. 

Criminals take the 
opportunities afforded them 


by the extra shopping we do, 
the hustle and bustle of town 
centres as we rush around, 
and the value of the goods we 
buy as presents and store in 
our homes until the big day. 

There are also more people 


out and about in clubs and 
bars and people tend to be 
more trusting and generous 
at Christmas when requests 
for charity are made, which 
gives unscrupulous people a 
chance to collect money for 
their own causes. 

If you can’t arrange to 
shop during less busy times, 
make sure you stay alert 
and be extra careful with 
your wallet or purse. 

And having bought lots 
of wonderful presents, don’t 
make it easy for someone 
to steal from your home. 

Empty boxes left outside 
advertise you have 
new goods inside so 
dispose of packing carefully 
(and remember to recycle 
where appropriate). 

While you are out and 
about don’t leave bags 
over the back of your chair 
and keep wallets and 


purses close to your body 
to make it more difficult 
for the pickpocket. 

Finally make sure someone 
knows where you are 
going and what time you 
will be back and tempting 
though it may be, don’t 
drink too much. 

Finally, don’t use 
unlicensed minicabs to 
get home after a night out, 
always use a black cab 
or a pre-booked mini cab.

Combating tenancy cheats 

Waltham Forest Council has pledged its support to a national 
campaign to clamp down on tenancy cheats. The drive aims to 
bring together knowledge and resources to stop people sub¬ 
letting or fraudulently occupying council properties. 

The campaign could free up an estimated 5-10,000 homes 
nationwide. In some areas around one in 20 council homes is 
unlawfully sub-let. This costs taxpayers hundreds of thousands 
of pounds annually, and deprives homeless people of vital 
housing. Waltham Forest Council is urging residents to get in 
touch if they know of tenancy cheats living near them.

Dog walkers - 
know your rights 

Waltham Forest Council is reminding dog owners that there 
are designated areas in the borough where they can let their 
dogs run free. 

Dogs must be kept on a leash, less than eight metres 
long, and be under control at all times except in Higham Hill 
Recreation Ground, Chestnut Fields and Highams Park (the park 
itself) where they can run free. 

A person is only allowed to walk a maximum of six dogs at a 
time on their own and dogs cannot be taken onto sites where 
they are specifically banned, such as children’s play areas.

A restaurant has been closed by Waltham Forest Council after 
hundreds of cockroaches were found scurrying all over the 
floor and work surfaces. 

XXXXXXXXX XXXXXXXXX XXXXXXXX XXXXXXX XXXX, was 
closed last month because of poor standards of hygiene and 
the infestation. 

Magistrates at Waltham Forest Magistrates Court then ratified 
the closure and ordered the restaurant, which sells Ghanian 
cuisine, to pay £946 costs. 

The premises will remain closed until hygiene standards have 
significantly improved.

It’s a time of year when 
many of us are home 
with the family, opening 
pressies and stuffing 
ourselves to the gunwales 
with all manner of 
Christmas treats. If you’re 
wondering what to do 
with all the mess once the 
dust has settled, read on... 

Green waste 

Potato peelings, rogue 
parsnips and, of course, the 
inevitable leftover sprouts are 
all great food for your brown 
bin. If you plumped for a real 
Christmas tree this year you 
can also lop it into metre-long 
chunks and pop that in too. 

Clothes and textiles 

Since you’ll doubtless 
be getting an array of new 
ties, socks and sweaters 
why not dig out all those 
old mothballed items you’ll 
never wear again? You 
can either put them in your 
recycling box for us to 
collect (good quality items 
get sent to developing 
countries and textiles that 


can’t be re-used get made 
into industrial-strength 
cleaning cloths) or, of 
course, pop them down 
to a charity shop to be sold 
on for a good cause. 
Cardboard 
There’ll be stacks of it 
floating around, whether 
it’s the boxes the kids’ toys 
came in or packaging for the 
gizmos and gadgets the older 
‘children’ seem to love so 
much. The tip here is to break 
it down into manageable 
pieces (larger bits can’t be 
collected) and try to make 
sure the boxes are folded 
in on themselves so 
passersby can’t see the 
goodies you’ve been given.

of a large quantity of waste 
in Folly Lane. 

They were tracked down 
after letters to Xxxxxx xxxxxx 
were found in the rubbish. 
When enforcement officers 
visited her, it was discovered 
she had employed xxxxxxxx 
on May 26 to dispose of 
a large quantity of rubbish, 
without bothering to 
check if he was licensed 
to carry waste. 

Whilst the officer was 
speaking to xxxxxxxxx xxxxxx 
xxxxx arrived in his van to 
collect more waste. He was 
spoken to and admitted 
dumping the rubbish in Folly 
Lane. But claimed that he 
had been given permission 
to do this by a man he had 
paid cash to. 

The pair were tried at 


Waltham Forest Magistrates’ 
Court on October 29, where 
xxxxxx xxxxx xx was fined 
£100 and ordered to pay 
costs of £415 for failing in 
her duty of care to control 
her waste. 

Xxxxxxxxx was found guilty 
in his absence and was fined 
£1,000 and ordered to pay 
£415 costs for Depositing 
Controlled Waste and for 
Transporting Controlled Waste 
without being authorised. 

The prosecutions form part 
of the Council’s Wiping Out 
Enviro Crime which aims to 
tackle littering, fly tipping, 
graffiti and dog fouling.

A businessman has been given a £150 cash reward after 
providing evidence against a fly tipping company which led 
to their prosecution. 

It is the first time that Waltham Forest Council has paid out 
through its Conviction Reward Scheme, which was launched 
in August. 

It aims to encourage residents to report environmental 
crime such as fly tipping, graffiti, littering and dog fouling 
to the authorities. 

The witness’s information led to clothing firm XXXXXXX based 
in Dalston pleading guilty to Unlawful Deposit of Controlled Waste 
at Waltham Forest Magistrates Court on November 26. It was fined 
£250 and ordered to pay £660 costs and a £15 victims surcharge.

Positive Pregnancy Test? 



L ocally, about 1 in 4 women do not 
seek any professional help in the 
first 3 months of their pregnancy. 
The earlier you are seen by a 
midwife or doctor, the sooner they 
can check that everything is ok with 
you and your baby. To support you 
with this, NHS Waltham Forest has 
produced an early pregnancy leaflet 
to help signpost you to the 
appropriate local health services. 

The leaflet provides women who 
are happy to be pregnant with 
information on: 

• Direct access to maternity services 

• Understanding the importance of 
early booking with maternity 
services 

• Nutritional and environmental 
issues to improve the healthy of 
the mother and baby. 

For women who are not sure about 
their pregnancy, the leaflet gives 
information on where to access 
confidential advice, support and 
referral to appropriate services. 
The leaflet provides key tips on 


steps you can take to keep fit and 
healthy at the start of and during 
pregnancy, as this is linked to having 
healthier babies. 

Healthy pregnancies can improve 
the long term health of children in 
terms of reducing the risks of obesity, 
diabetes, vascular disease and certain 
types of cancer in children. 

However, about half of all UK 
pregnancies are unplanned, making it 
even more important that these 
women seek advice to assess their 
health and receive some valuable 
information. 

Although general information 
about pregnancy and maternity 
services is available there is often an 
information gap from the point that a 
woman finds out she is pregnant to 
her first contact with a healthcare 
professional. This leaflet aims to 
bridge that gap and improve early 
access. 

Afzal Akram Chair of NHS Waltham 
Forest, Cllr Afzal Akram said: 

"Too many women who discover they 
are pregnant are delaying getting the

Residents of two wards in Waltham Forest will have the 
chance to help clear up their neighbourhood when Our Area 
Matters rolls into town. 

The scheme lets residents and businesses tell the Council 
what anti-social behaviour they think needs to be tackled. 

Problems can include, graffiti, fly tipping, littering, 
abandoned vehicles and illegal parking among other things. 
Once reports have been made by residents then work can be 
carried out to deal with the issues raised. 

Residents are asked to let the Council’s Community 
Safety Team know what needs to be tackled in Forest and 
Leytonstone Wards by 20 January.

Council seizes £600,000 of 
counterfeit designer clothing 

• Designer gear and football kits amongst bumper fake clothing haul 

• Police say the sale of counterfeit items funds more serious organised crimes 


Trading standards officers 
have seized more than 
3,000 items of clothing 
with fake designer labels 
with a value of £600,000. 

The massive haul was 
confiscated by Waltham 
Forest Council, following 
a tip off from Customs and 
Excise, who advised the 
Council that they had stopped 
a consignment of 60 boxes 
containing various trade 
marks from being delivered 
to an address in Chingford. 

Following Customs and 


Excise’s release of the clothing, 
trading standards officers 
obtained a search warrant 
from magistrates and raided 
the address with police. 

The clothing which 
include copies of Prada, 
Armani, Dolce & Gabbana 
and Versace labels were 
seized and are now in 
secure storage. One 
person was arrested. 

It is clear these items 
were heading for the 
Christmas market and 
have been intercepted 


before unwary shoppers 
purchased them. 

Selling counterfeits is 
criminal conduct. It is unfair 
competition and attacks the 
good reputation built up by 
legitimate companies. 

This sends a strong 
message that the sale of 
counterfeit goods will not 
be tolerated in Waltham 
Forest. Traders are advised 
to buy from a reputable 
source, to check any goods 
and paperwork and make 
enquiries of their suppliers 


before accepting goods.

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Promoting gender equality 
by tackling domestic violence 


It’s a shocking fact, but one 
in four women in the UK 
will experience domestic 
violence in their lifetimes, 
often at the hands of 
someone they know. 

Domestic violence 
occurs when one person 
in a relationship, such as a 
spouse, partner or family 
member, tries to dominate 
and control the other person. 
This can involve threatening, 
violent or abusive behaviour 
as well as emotional, 
psychological or financial 
abuse (using money as a 
form of control such as rigidly 
controlling finances). 

Domestic violence can 
affect women and men 
and also affects people in 
same sex relationships. 
Domestic violence can 
happen in every section 
of the community. 

Waltham Forest Council 
is committed to tackling 
domestic violence, providing 
support to victims and 
encouraging perpetrators to 
change their behaviour. 

The Council has recently 
released its second annual 
gender equality report 


showing the work it has 
done during the last year to 
promote gender equality in 
the borough. 

Improving women’s safety 
and tackling violence against 
women, particularly domestic 
violence, remains a big focus 
under the Council’s gender 
equality scheme. 

Some of the actions the 
Council has taken in 2008/09 
include: 

• Raising awareness among 
young people of the effects 
of domestic violence and 
providing support services 
for young people in families 
where domestic violence is an 
issue, through its Domestic 
Violence School Education 
programme. Ashiana Network, 
a London-based service 

that runs refuges, outreach 
and counselling for women 
victims of domestic violence in 
Waltham Forest, were funded 
to deliver 67 workshops to 
754 young people across 
five local schools. 

• Working with others such 
as social services, health 
services, housing and the 
police,to identify those who 
are most at risk from further 


abuse and to protect them 
by giving support and help 
at the earliest opportunity. 
From January to March 2009. 
37 cases were reviewed 
in this way and around 
40 per cent needed support 
to tackle the effects of 
alcohol abuse. 

• Providing 46 sanctuaries 
under the Sanctuary scheme. 
The scheme helps people 
who feel vulnerable or 
threatened by ex-partners but 
wish to remain in their homes 
because they are close to 
children’s schools, doctors, 
family and other support 
networks in the area. 

The Council’s Sanctuary 
Scheme aims to make 
the home more secure by 
undertaking building works 
that make it harder for 
unwanted visitors to gain 
access to the property. 

• Continuing the Domestic 
Violence Intervention Project/ 
East London Perpetrators’ 
Programme, which involves 
60-hours of structured 
intervention designed to help 
men deal with their abusive 
behaviour. At the same time, 
the Women’s Service offers 


support service to the victim. 
Out of the 67 men referred 
into the programme, 32 have 
completed the assessment 
and 30 women and 
41 children have benefitted 
from the Women’s Service. 

Progress has also been 
made to make parks 
and open spaces safer 
for women, to improve 
pedestrian links between 
major transport centres 
and to increasing safety for 
women tenants and their 
families in council housing. 

Additionally, the Council’s 
gender equality scheme 
outlines its progress 
towards raising boys’ 
achievements and girls’ 
aspirations, promoting 
men’s and women’s 
involvement and participation 
in decision-making and 
supporting parents and 
carers in the workplace.

“I’m in a safer place” 

Farhana*, 22, is a confident, intelligent and articulate young 
women who talks optimistically about her future. But she 
was both a witness to and victim of domestic violence, 
which forced her to leave home two years ago. 

‘In Asian cultures, there are ways you’re expected to 
behave that I wasn’t following -1 wanted to hang out with 
my friends, go clubbing, stay out - normal things that 
teenagers do. My parents weren’t happy with this and one 
day it came to a head. 

“My brothers tried to make me do what my parents 
wanted but it wasn’t what I wanted. When I reacted back, 
my brother got so angry, instead of hitting me, he hit the 
door and left a huge hole... I think it’s still there. 

“When I was younger, I saw my dad being abusive towards 
my mother. When it happened to me, that was it, I left. 

“I had no money, I had just left my mum’s house and was 
homeless -1 had nothing. I felt lost and scared but for me, 
leaving was the only option.” 

Farhana came to Ashiana six months ago, which found 
her a safe place to stay and helped her get her life back 
on track. 

“Without Ashiana, I would’ve been homeless. I would’ve 
been scared. I wouldn’t be able to do half the things I’m 
doing now - the voluntary work I’m doing with Ashiana 
has really opened my eyes and given me better avenues 
for work. 

“I’m getting my life back together now and living it the 
way I want to live. I’m in a safer place, I’m enjoying life. 

I don’t have to worry about family issues and who I marry 
because now I get to choose how I live my life.”
